Brown, .who was shot twice w* 
in a gunibattie on West 85th 
Street, was .reported to be in 
fair condition at Roosevelt Hos-

According to an Informant 
■for the, St. Loins police, the 
fugitive black militant leader , 
had been meeting with '• the ' 
other men whom ' the police 
there were seeking on criminal : 
charges. The three are members 
of the Black Liberators, an ac- = 
tivfet group in that city that 
had lost its influence in recent 
months, _ the police said. 

The St. Louis police reported 

that one of the'. , men, whom 1 
ithe|r could not identify, had 
.gone to Cairo, HI.; and that 
they had lost track of the other 
two. They also said, they had 
not " been ; able, to seize . .Brown.

The men ware being held 
her| in $150,000 bail each after 
a sihootput with the police at 
the*' Red Carpet Lounge, .173 
West .85th. Street,., between Am- . 
Bterdam and Columbus Avenues. 
They were identified as Arthur 
Lee Perry, 25 years old; Sam 
Petty, 23, and Levi Valentine, 

24. Petty was said to have been 
known' its Brown’s bodyguard. 

' All three are wanted by the 
St. Louis police on criminal 
charges, including an indict- 
ment for carrying firearms. 

The police discounted a theory 
that a fifth man might have 
been involved in the robbery. 

Brown’s identity became 
known after he was shot, twice 
on the roof of a building on 
West 85th Street, where he had 


been' followed "fay a policeman ' 
after the bar; robbery. The po- 71 
lice said he bad pointed a .38 1 
caliber magnum pistol at the !

While the police were certain 
that the man was, indeed, A 
Brown, ttiey were busy 'yester- ■ 
day trying to make arrange- 
-meats for his prosecution’ here 
on charges of , attempted homi- 
cide, robbery and possession of 
’ weapons, the same charges 
loged against the three other - 
men. • 

, “Our charges will take prece- 
dence over all others,” a Police 
. Department spokesman said. 

Brown, 28, former head of . 
the Student ' .Nonviolent Co- 
ordinating Committee, has been 
a fugitive since April, 1970, 
when he failed to" appear in 
court in Ellicott City, Md., to 
stand trial on charges of incit- 
ing to riot, and arson in Cam- 
bridge, Md., three years earlier. 

He was on the F.B.I.’s “10 most 
wanted” list f 

FJBJ. agents have' been look- 
ing for him since then. He was i 
last reported seen in public- in ! 
Washington in March, 1970, 
when Ms car was found wreck- 
ed by a bomb explosion at Bel 
Air, Md., and two bodies were l 
uncovered. ! 

At one time it was rumored 
that • one of the bodies Was 
Brown’s, but tMs was later dis- 
counted fay Federal agents. .

Brown’s room,. wMch is adja- 
. cent to the patrolman’s, and 
declined to discuss the shoot- ;
